“Tf the gentlemen of the horse show pro- 
pose to chase anise seed we will not object,” 
said Secretary Forbes yesterday, in the ab- 
sence of President Shortall. I do not 
think we could prevent if they desired to 
kill a fox in a humane manner and chase 
its remains around and through the Coll- 
seum, but a live fox will not be hunted.” 

John A. Logan Jr., manager of the horse 
show and Secretary of the Bit and Spur 
club, had nothing more to say regarding 
the plans of this society ofganization.

| Wreck—Fifty Trains Held Back by 
the Aceident—Story of the Mishap. 


A bungling engineer of a Chicago and 
Northwestern switching engine played hav- 
oc with the suburban and regular service of 
that road last evening between 5:45 and 7 
o’¢lock. The engineer drove his locomotive 
into the heavy St. Paul express, which was 
backing into the depot, and derailed two cars 
between Indiana and Ohio streets, beyond 
the bridge. Ten thousand people, who were 
hastening to their homes, were forced to un- 
dergo a dreary wait. 

Fifty trains were thrown out of their 
schedule running time. For one hour not a 
train entered or left the depot. The rallroad 
employes made every effort to bring order 
out of chaos, and finally a number of the 
people living on the Milwaukee division were 
given transportation by sending them afoot 
down Kinzie street to the yards, where the 
trains were waiting on the other side of the 
wreck, It was 7:30 o’clock before things 
were in running shape again. 

„% Hog”? Engine Looms Up. 

Just before the Northwestern tracks reach 
the railroad bridge they make a short turn 
from north and south to east and west. The 
long and heavy St. Paul express train was 
being taken from the yards to the depot, the 
train being scheduled to leave at 6:30 o’clock. 
The train had reached the main line from the 
switch and was about half-way over when 
the headlight of a hog warm loomed 


out of the dusk. 
Almost instantly there was 4 collision and 


two of the sleepers were flung from the 


track. They were not seriously damaged, 

as the hog had been running quite slow- 
ly, The cause of all the damage was quick- 
ly stopped. It was not much damaged. No 
one was injured, but the accident occurred 
in the busiest time, and great surprise wus 
expressed that the results were not more 


serious. 
Wrecking Crew Upon the Scene. 


Word was sent to the superintendent im- 


mediately after the crash and he soon ar- 
rived upon the scene with a wrecking crew. 
Jack screws were placed under the derailed 
coaches and after an hour’s hard work they 
were hoisted back upon the track. In the 
meantime not a train could enter or leave 
the depot. The rapidly increasing crowd, 
at the depot had become excited over the 
report of a “ serious’’ wreck. The people 
commenced to crush into the station until 
there was a solid mass of humanity ex- 
tending from the iron gates leading to the 
tracks through the depot and to the walks 


above. 

| Stalled Trains Quickly Filled. 

Only two or three trains were standing 
under the sheds, and these were quickly 
filled. These could not be moved out, how- 
ever, and conductors and train hands gath- 
ered in groups upon the tracks outside and 
discussed the wreck. 

They were assailed with questions as to 
what the matter was and how long the wait 
would last. Finally the difficulty in handling 
the people became so great that the train 
dispatcher decided to make up trains west 
of the river.

RAID ON A FARO Corn. 


DETECTIVES CLEAN OUT HARBISON’S 
PLACE IN THE GRAND UNION, 


Seize the Paraphernatia, but the Play- 
ers Had Fled=Chips and Layouts

Offered — The Ususal “Pickets Are 
Noticeably Of Duty. 


Captain Luke Colleran, the new Chief of 
Detectives, made an early start last night 
in a war against the down-town gambling 
houses when he raided Harrison's place in 
the rear of the Grand Union Hotel, 152 
Dearborn street. The proprietor and three 
employés were arrested and a complete 
gambling layout,“ including faro, was 
seized. - 

No money was in sight. Although the ut- 
most secrecy was maintained concerning the 
raid, only the keeper and his assistants were 
found behind barred doors, and the cards 
and chips were scattered about the rooms in 
great confusion as if a number of players 
had hastily left the tables. 


Plan of the Raid. 

Early in the evening detective sergeants, 
selected for their strength and determina- 
tion, left the €entral Station, followed by 
a patrol wagon filled with uniformed men 
from the Harrison Street Station and by 
an express wagon. They had orders to take 
the inmates and the gambling paraphernalia 
at any cost. The raid was planned upon 
information supplied to Captain Colleran 
from a source which he refuses to disclose. 

Big Jack Welbasky was detailed as 
commander of the raiding party and he 
was assisted by Detective Sergeants J. M. 
Smith, Weber, and McLaughlin. They had 
with them men enough to take care of a 
score of prisoners. 

- The raiders crept silently into the alley, as 
the narrow entrance to the Harrison rooms 
is gained only from a short stairway in the 
rear of the hotel,“ at the top of which is 
the usual peep hole door. 


Miss the Picket. 


Welbasky and his three lieutenants knew 
that something was wrong when they failed 
to find the inevitable picket at the foot 
of the stairway. 

Without a moment’s hesitation they rushed 
up the stairs, three steps at a jump, and 
Welbasky, quickly pushing his pistol 
through the peephole within an inch of the 
proprietor's nose, roared out in his terrify- 
ing basso: 

„Open up quick, Harrison, or I'll fill your 
face with lead.” 

Looking into the muzzle of the revolver 
and past it Into the eyes of the detective, 
Harrison’s debate on the advisability of 
obeying his order lasted for only a fractional 
part of a second, and in another instant the 
raiders tumbled into the room. 


Gathering the Spoil. 

While the uniformed policemen were pack- 
ing the gaming implements for immediate 
transportation the detective sergeants were 
busy taking into custody John Booth, John 
Desmond, and Charles Wright, inmates. 
The prisoners made no resistance, and as 
all the money in the place was in their * 
ets it could not be seized.

Then they made a practical move and 
called a special meeting of the board for.9 
a. m. today to see what was to be done. At 
this meeting they will determine the policy 
of the board in regard to the matter. Coun- 
sel will be present to give an vpinion as to 
the legal recourse in the case. Board mem- 
bers declare it will be impossible for the 
park to be decently maintained during the 
coming year at the specified apportionment. 


Files Apportionment Papers. 

The size of the apportionment was not 
known until late in the afternoon, when 
Secretary Bryan was advised Supervisor 
Perkins had filed the apportionment papers 
with County Clerk Knopf during the day. 
The amount of the levy was finally deter- 
mined by Supervisor Perkins on Thursday 
afiernoon, and at a conference held at his 
office. with Assessor James J. Gray and 
Clerk Frederick Rindevor the two latter 
assented to his judgment. 

It is an outrage,” said President Nixon 
of the Park board. “ We went over the 
matter in detail with Mr. Perkins and told 
him $250,000 was the very least sum to ena- 
ble us to pull through the year. The old 
board left us over $50,000 in debt, and now 
we are cut down to a smaller apportion- 


ment than was granted the old board.“ 


General F. H. Winston, Treasurer of the 
beard, expressed himself as equally in- 
censed at the action. of the North Town 
board. 

„Nou may say.“ he said, that the com- 
missioners feel the apportionment is rid!icu- 
lously too low. It will be simply impossible 
for us to maintain the park under such a 
restriction.

Robinson's Opera-House was built in 1870 
and cost between $200,000 and $800,000. It

Bob Miles was the first manager of the 
theater. He opened it with a production 
of Hamlet by a stock company which 
held the boards for several years. In 1885 
Pat Harris took hold of the theater and 
gave performanees at popular prices, achiev- 
ing great success. 

It is said that in one year he cleared $27,000, 
Scott and Cummings were the hext mana- 
gers. They remodeled the opera-house, but 
were unsuccessful in the venture, giving 
way to John Davis, who run the theater 
under the direction of the John Robinson 
estate. For the last few years Brady & 
Stahlehave managed the theater, securing 
plays at popular prices, 

There was a much greater calamity than 
the one of tonight on Feb. 5, 1876. It was 
started by a falsecry of fire. The vast audl- 
ence became panic-stricken and made a rush 
for the exits. Ten persons were trampled 
to death and a large number seriously in- 
jured. 


SHAW ACCUSED OF MATRICIDE. 
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Believed He Killed His Mother and 
Grandmother in Order to In- 
herit Money. 


Camden, N. J., Oct. 15.—Eli Shaw was 
taken into custody by the police officials this 
afternoon and formally charged with the 
murder of his mother, Mrs. Sarah Shaw, and 
grandmother, Mrs. Emma Zane, which oc- 
curred in this city on Tuesday morning.

“Sir: We, the undersigned, are engaged 
in various mercantile, banking, and finan- 
cial enterprises in the City of London of no 
slight magnitude, and we are,. therefore, 
deeply interested in all that affects the 
monetary position of the country, the credit 
ot the banknote, and the solvency of bank- 
ing institutions. We are aware of the visit 
of the delegates from the President of the 
United States to this and othe? countries, 
but have no authoritative information as 


to the nature of their proposals. From the. 


communication of the Governor of the Bank 
of England to yourself, lately made public, 
and from general report, we cannot but 
asbsume that negotiations of some sort 
touching the metallic currency of this 
country are proceeding. 


‘** We feel impelled by a strong sense of 


duly respectfully to lay before her Majes- 
ty’s government the following four consid- 
erations, the great importance of which we 
trust may be apparent: 


| Four Points of Protest. 

* First—That no alterations should be in- 
troduced affecting the circulating medium 
of this country, except after full discussion 
in Parliament and by the public at large, so 
that the changes proposed may have as am- 
ple consjderation as their importance de- 
serves. 

Second— That under no circumstances 
whatever should the pledges of successive 
governments as to the British pound sterling 
and the single gold standard of this country 
be set aside, either directly» or indirectly, and 
that no step should be taken by or with the 
cohsent of our government which has for its 
object any alteration in the value of that 
standard. 

‘' Third—That this country alone of the 
great nations of the world enjoys under her 
mint regulations a coinage system absolute- 
ly free from embarrassments, internal or ex- 
ternal, and we conceive that any departure 
therefrom in the direction of reliance upon 
engagements with other countries would be 
a fatal mistake. : 

‘t Fourth—That the mints of India being 
clased, as to the policy of which we express 
no opinion, a state of circumstances has 
arisen in which the greatest caution is neces- 
sary, whatever may be the next step which 
the Indian government may be advised to 
take, but we urge that no retrograde step 
be taken, except upon as exhaustive an in- 
quiry as that which led up to the present 
position, and then only if Indian interests 
will be primarily benefited thereby. 

We most strongly urge the foregoing con- 
siderations upon her Majesty's government, 
speaking, as we believe we are justified in 
stating, with some little knowledge of the 
problems involved and of the interests at 
stake, and we are prepared, if necessary, to 
give our reasons at length if it be your wish 
to receive a deputation.” 


| Canadians Add a Word. 

The Canadian Banking association, in 
view of the action here in memorializing 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the sil- 
ver question, has cabled at great length to 
the chairman of the London Clearing Banks, 
heartily indorsing all opposition to bimetal- 
lic measures. The resolution as cabled con- 
cludes thus:

MAKES WAR ON CHAMBERLAIN. 


Lord Londonderry Leads the Conserva- 
tive Associations Against the 
Colonial Secretary. 


London, Oct. 15.—At the conference of the 
Northern Union of Conservative associa- 
tions at Berwick-on-Tweed today Lord Lon- 
donderry tendered his resignation of the 
Presideney of the union. His reasons wege 
set forth in a letter to the Executive com- 
mittee, in the course of which he said: ** The 
prineiples of true nservatism have been 
cast to the -winds by our leaders in passing 
the workmen's compensation bill. Among 
Conservatives throughout the north of Eng- 


land the feeling is one of bitter disappoint- 


ment and disaffection at the conduct of 
those leaders. If unallayed, it will lead to 
a serious split in the party. It is due, I am 
convinced, to a subordination of conserva- 
tive principles to the dominating will of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies (the Rt. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain), whose radical 
views on home politics Conservatives have 
always disapproved, however much they 
may have admired him as an imperialist.”’ 

Lord Londonderry’s position and definition 
of policy were unanimously indorsed by the 
union, and he was reé#lected its President. 

The meeting of the Cabinet tomorrow will 
have abundant subjects for discussion. In 
addition to the currency question the Bering 
Sea controversy and the troubles with 
France in West Africa, there is the revolt 
of Lord Londonderry and his followers, 
which has assumed a much more serious 
form than it took on in August, inasmuch 
as it appears as if the Conservatives in the 
north of England were heading for a split 
with the Unionist party. 

At the bottom of even bantering comments 
jurks an uneasy feeling that Lord London- 
derry voices a widespread opinion among 
the supporters of the government that the 
policy of going the Radicals one better” 
is being carried too far and that the recent 
by-elections are an ominous warning. 

The Times says: It would be in the high- 
est degree imprudent to ignore the incident. 
Without doubt the revolt represents a con- 
siderable body of Unionist opinion.“

The Review of Reviws says that Editor 
Stead while in Washington recently discov- 
ered that unless the sealing question is 
speedily settled the United States govern- 
ment will order the destruction next season 
of the entire herd of seals on the whole of 
the Pribyloff Islands. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—The State de- 
partment confirms the report given out by 
the Foreign Office in London that Great 
Britain assents to a meeting of experts in 
Washington in the seal question, and Mr. 
Hay cables that Professor Thompson, the 
British expert, was to sail today. It is ex- 
pected that the delegates of Russia, Japan, 
and the United States will hold their first 
meeting the last of next week, and the

will probably take place a week later.

PROGRESSIVE SPIRIT OF COREA. 


Significance of the Transition Just 
Made from a Kingdom to an 
Empire. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—The Corean 
legation received an official cable today, say- 
ing: The King has proclaimed himself Em- 
peror from this date, Oct. 15, 1897.“ 

The transition which Corea makes today 
from a kingdom to an empire is felt to have 
considerable significance in oriental affairs. 
It is understood to be a part of the progress- 
ive policy on which Corea has embarked. 
following the lead of Japanand China. The 
King is a member of the progressive party, 
and shares the wish of that party to bring 
Corea up to modern standards. The change 
also has ancther aspect. CHina long has 
asserted a suzerainty over Corea, andit was 
this claim that brought on the China-Japan 
war. China never has relinquished what 
she has regarded as an hereditary sover- 
eignty over Corea. With the latter country 
as a kingdom, some apparent assent was 
given to the claim, but with Carea herself 
advancing to the rank of an empire she 
throws off every evidence of dependence 
on any outside power. This independence 
would apply also to Japan and Russia, which 
have been seeking to gain influence and 
control in Corea, owing to that country’s 
extensive coast line and valuable harbors 
on the North Pacific. |

Having ascer- 
tained that the Conservative Cabinet had 
brought the prosecution to a standstill and 
that the prisoners have been awaiting a new 
trial in prison for many months the Premier 
has appointed a committee of the Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs and the Colonies to ex- 
amine the situation on the ground that it 
is an injustice to keep the Competitor’s 
men in prison so long without trial. I 
learn that Sagasta is favorably disposed to- 
wards the prisoners. 

Ministers and newspapers assert tonight 
that the principal object of Giberga’s con- 
ference with Sagasta and Moret was to 
obtain the assurance that he and other 
autonomists who have been almost siding 
with the insurgents would not be molested 
if they returned to Cuba. This seems to 
show that Giberga and the government did 
not come to terms and that the Ministers are 
trying te explain matters without avowing 
failure of negotiations. Asa matter of fact, 
if Giberga was able to visit Spain without 
danger he ran no risk in going likewise 
to Cuba. More moderate autonomists head- 
ed by Labra are ready to accept the govern- 
ment proposition for autonomy. 


NOTHING BUT INDEPENDENCE. 


Colonel Jose Zayas Tells London Peo- 
ple That Cuba Will Not Accept 
Autonomy.

London, Oct. 15.—Colonel José Zayas; who 
says he is accredited by the Palma Cuban 
Junta of New York as Minister Plenipoten- 
tlary to Great Britain from the Cuban re- 
public, in an interview is quoted as express- 
ing the belief that the war in Cuba will not 
last another year. Spain, says Colonel 
Zayas, cannot finance the campaign and 
should have accepted the insurgents’ offer 
of $150,000,000 for the island under the guar- 
antee of the United States. 

Colonel Zayas does not anticipate assist- 
ance from the United States. All the Cubans 
desire, he says, is fair play and the recogni- 
tion of belligerent rights, so that they can 
secure the necessary supplies for their 
troops. In conclusion Colonel Zayas is 
quoted as saying: There is no truth what- 
ever in the opinion expressed in England 
that the Cubans desire annexation to the 
United States. We are fighting for inde- 
pendence and do not hanker after annexa- 
tion, which will not be the outcome of the 
struggle. There is not the least likelihood 
of the Cubans accepting autonomy, Inde- 
pendence or death is our motto.“

MAHON MAY QUIT LABOR RANKS. 


Says He Will Resign on Disproof of 
Bribery Charges— Will Nail Dis- 
crediting Rumors. 


W. D. Mahon, President of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Car Employés 
of America, may quit the labor movement as 
a result of recent attacks upon his character. 
He gave out a statement yesterday that his 
resignation already was in the hands of the 
chairman of the Executive committee of his 
organization to take effect as soon as the 
origin of the charge of bribe-taking had 
been discovered and the originator forced 
to retract. : ‘ 

Ex-Judge Ambrose, representing Mr. Ma- 
hon, said he would be in possession of posi- 
tive proof of the source of the rumor within 
twenty-four hours. 

After Mr. Mahon announced his resigna- 
tion he was called to a secret conference of 
local and national labor leaders and induced 
to reconsider his action temporarily. Later 
Mr. Mahon said: 

IJ have temporarily abandoned my organ- 
ization. and I shall not leave Chicago untill 
have met the man who has willfully lied to 
blacken my character. 

“This is the first time in my years of 
work in the interest of labor that I have 
been accused of bribe-taking. I will not 
sever my official connection with the organi- 
gation until I have nailed this lie. My best 
friends advise me against resigning, but I 
have promised my family to resign and go 
West. I have three children at home, and I 
have nothing to leave them except a clean 
record, and perhaps it is time for me to quit 
the labor movement.”’ 

One of the local street car men said: 

“If Mr. Mahon resigns our organization 
will certainly go to pieces, and the purpose 
for which the story was first circulated will 
be accomplished. No one in Chicago ever 
credited the truth of the rumor for a mo- 
ment. We have traced the story back to its 


source.”’ 


STILES TO GET HIS. DIVORCE. 


Supreme Court Orders a Decree and 
Gives Him the Custody of His 
Daughter. 


The Illinois Supreme Court yesterday en- 
tered an order for the Circuit Court in Chi- 
cago to grant a divorce to Eveérill D. Stiles 
from his wife, Lillian Stiles, and to award 
the custody of the. daughter to the father. 

The case originally was begun in Cook 
County and the first bill was filed by Lillian 
Stiles in December, 1892, asking for divorce 
from her husband on the grounds of extreme 
cruelty. The court refused to grant the 
nd in May, 1893, Everill D. Stiles 
sought a divorce from Lillian and he made 
charges against her and Herbert P. Crane. 

Mrs. Stiles filed a cross bill. Judge Ewing 
of the Circuit Court refused to grant the 
divoree and the matter was taken to the 
Appellate Court, where the decree was af- 
firmed. The case was then taken to the 
Supreme Court on a writ of error and the 
decision of the Appellate Court has now been

WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 


New Company Is Granted Its 
Initial Franchise. 


FIRST UNDER ALLEN BILL. 


Peoria, III., Oct. 15.—[Special, I- The Peoria 
City Council granted a twenty-year fran- 
chise to the Peoria and Pekin Traction com- 
pany, The new company has but recently 
been Incorporated. It proposes to construct 
and operate an electric line in and between 
the Cities of Peoria and Pekin. The officers 
of the new company are: President, T. J. 
Miller of Peoria; Vice President, E. J. Garst 
of Peoria; Secretary, A. M. Hewes of Chi- 
cago; Treasurer and General Manager, Louis 
E. Meyers of Chicago; Superintendent, J. A. 
Barrett. ä 

L. E. Meyers, the manager of the traction 
company, is the General Manager of the 
Electrical Installation company, with offices 
in the Monadnock Building, Chicago. This 
firm holds the contract for equipping the 
Alley, L' and for the extension of the 
Twelfth street line in Chicago. He has built 
a score of street railways all over this sec- 
tion of the country, and asserts that he has 
never lost any money in one of them. Mey- 
ers ig also Vice President of the Cicero 
Water, Gas and Electriccompany. He built 
the Prospect Heights line in this city a year 
ago, and it is believed he intends to connect 
the néw line with this one, as his franchise 
brings him to within a block of it. 

Two Votes Against It. 

The ordinance was passed with but two 
dissenting votes, Councilmen Wolschlag and 
McDonald, both from the Seventh Ward, 


through which the proposed line enters tha; 


city, voting against it, declaring at the same 
time that the gift of the franchise was an 
outrage upon the rights of the people of 
Peoria.“ They asked that action on the 
franchise be delayed until it could be more 
generally considered. The ordinance was 
passed despite their objection. 

The new company has secured the right 
of way between the city and Pekin, and itis 
expected that the latter city will grant a 
franchise next week. Officers) of the com- 
pany assert that work on the proposed line 
will be begun immediately. 

While the local newspapers and a ma- 
jority of the citizens of Peoria favor the 
project of the new company, there is un- 
doubtedly a feeling of uneasiness in the 
minds of some of the people of this city, 
rising mainly out of a belief that the pro- 
posed line will not prove a paying invest- 
ment. Some shrewd business-men give it as 
their opinion that the road will not pay for 
at least twenty years. Another feature of 
the situation is that the Peoria and Pekin 
Union company and the Central railway 
company have combined to build an electric 
road to Pekin to operate along exactly the 
same lines. They can accomplish for $100,- 
000 what it will cost the traction company 
$300,000 or more to do, because the steel 
rails are already laid and the piers of a dis- 
used bridge at Pekin standing. This cer- 
tainty of powerful competition by a corpora- 
tion abundantly able to wage a vicious rate 
war makes the earnings of the new com- 
pany all the more problematical. N 


Voices the Opposition. 

I. C. Pinkney, a prominent attorney, 
while he is making no charges against the 
company, said he would not give 10 cents for 
the franchise as it stood, and Alderman 
Thomas N. Gorman, Acting Mayor, said that 
were he a millionaire he would not put a 
dollar into the enterprise. At the samie time 
he believes it is a good thing for Peoria. 
George T. Page, an attorney, did not care to 
talk for publication. 

John Finley. superintendent of the Cen- 
tral railway, said today that the traction 
company never intends to build the road 
and will sell the franchise. In reply Man- 
ager Meyers points to the two miles of 
country road already graded and to his past 
reputation, in which he says there is no in- 
stance of the franchise being sold. 

Outside the Central railway company, 
which is the natural opponent, because the 
traction company shut off its advance 
through the Town of South Peoria, every 
one seems to think the road will be built.

SENATOR MASON AT ANN ARBOR 


He Gives the Students His Views on 
the Evolution of a 
State. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
Senator William E. Mason of Illinois opened 
the Students’ Lecture association course 
here tonight. The announcement of his 
name brought out an exceptionally large at- 
tendance, and the Senator left the quaint old 
college town much more popular than when 
he came. He made his subject, The Evo- 
lution of a State,“ interesting from the be- 
ginning.to the close and was greeted by 
round after round of applause. The Sena- 
tor opened his remarks by expounding on 
the Darwinian evolution idea, carrying it 
on from the man to the nation. He then 
took the needed advancement in interna- 
tional law and the abandonment of war, 
saying the abandonment of war cannot come 
in a day, nor can we at once disband our 
army and navy, but by proper consideration 
we can hasten the day when a civilized na- 
tion will maintain its army and navy only 
to defend itself against barbarism, and set- 
tle all international disputes as we did the 
Bering Sea controversy, by international 
Arbitration.“ 

He then pleaded ardently for the freedom 
of Cuba and the enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine, and closed in part as follows: 

The evolution of a nation depends upon 
the evolution of the men, women, and chil- 
dren who make the nation. The nation to be 
free must allow its citizens freedom. The 
citizen to be free must allow his neighbor 
freedom. It is the law of Mberty as it is the 
law of love, the more you give the more you 
have. Give your neighbor the liberty due 
him. When you begin to respect your neigh- 
bor for his true worth regardless of whether 
he agrees with you in- politics or religion 
you have begun to live up to the true doc- 
trine of the American citizen. The grand 
evidence of civilization today is not in the 
telegraph or the railroad, nor is it the wealth 
or the strength of the nation, but in the 
schools, universities, churches, and institu- 
tions of charity about us. The brightest 
star in the opening century is that which | 
will lead us to liberty and equality before 
the law.“ 


MR. GODEL IS. INSANE AGAIN. 


Millionaire Peoria Meat Packer Wan- 
ders Away from Kenosha Sanitari- 
um and Captured in Milwaukee. 


The police of this city, who were requested 
by the Kenosha authorities on Thursday to 
keep a close watch for George Godel, an 
insane patient, who escaped from the Pen- 
noyer Sanitarium of that place on Thurs- 
day morning, were notified last night that 
the missing man had been captured at Mil- 
waukee and safely returned to the insti- 
tution. Mr. Godel is well-known among 
meat-packers in this city. Until two years 
ago he was one of the Wealthiest meat-pack- 
ers in Peoria, and at present his large in- 
terests are in the hands of administrators. 

Two years ago Mr. Godel suffered a se- 
vere attack of nervous prostration, and upon 
his recovery it was discovered that his mind 
had been affected. His family finally placed 
him in a private asylum at Cincinnati. Two 
months ago the asylum physicians consid- 
ered him completely recovered in mind, but 
still broken in health. 

The family physician recommended that 
Mr. Godel be sent to the Pennoyer Sani- 
tarium at Kenosha, and he became a patient

a Mrs. Johnson. says that eight years ago 
Luetgert chased his wife with a pistol, and 
said he was going to kill her.

Finally, he got up and showed 
them out of the room, and shoved his wife 
along with them. Maybe he did that, and 
maybe he didn’t. If he did I don’t blame him 
a bit, and neither do you, It was apparent 
that the man was not well, and he was being 
harrassed. 

Airy, fairy, 
ceful, handsome, beautiful, dear, be- 
oved Christine! The woman for the charms

Young Women Snicker. 


The young women in the courtroom snick- 
ered at the reference to Mrs. Feldt and the 
bailiffs pounded with their gavels to restore 
order.

“Sheeny Joe” Rubenstein and 
Harry Johnson the Men. 


TIP COMES FROM NEW YORK.

Colleron Is Notified. 

Sevéral days ago Chief af Detectives Col- 
leran received information that Ruben-

stolen property via the Adams Express com- 
pany.’ The New York police were hot after 
Rubenstein and they appealed to the local 
police to assist them. 

Colleran soon found that the box had ar- 
rived in Chicago addressed to Joe Ruben- 
stein and was being held to await the call 
of its owner. Rubenstein and his pal” 
Johnson arrived in Chicago on Monday, but 
they did not go near the express office, Their 
presence, however, was ‘“ tipped oft,“ and 
the police kept constant watch on them. 

The men had over $400 in cash and pro- 
ceeded to have a good time. They spent 
every night in cab riding and ended up in 
the morning drunk and sleepy. They would 
spend the day sleeping in some saloon. 
Rubenstein and Johnson spent over $300 in 
three days. They bought suits of clothing 
for several hoboes which they had picked 
up. After their cash was gone the only 
thing left was to call for the box.

J. H. Morris, wanted in Chicago and sev- 
eral other cities on charges of forgery, kid- 
haping, and breaking jail, was arrested on 
Thursday by the police of Shelbyville, Mo. 
For the last four months officers from the

the city for Morris and Miss Fanny Ruther- 
ford of Minneapolis, who, it is claimed, was 
kidnaped from her home and kept in con- 
cealment by the alleged forger. Jailer 
John L. Whitman has also been on the look- 
out for Morris, he having escaped from the 
County Jail over a year ago. 

The police received a tip last May from 
Miss Rutherford’s mother that Morris aad 
her daughter were in Chicago and had been 
seen here by persons acquainted with the 
young woman. Officer Allen Ames of the 
Cottage Grove avenue police spent a month 
running down Mrs. Rutherford’s clews, and 
learned that the couple had left Chicago and 
were somewhere in the West. 

Circulars containing the pictures of Mor- 
ris and Miss Rutherford and offering a re- 
ward for their apprehension were sent 
broadcast all over the West, and the arrest 
of the couple in Shelbyville resulted. 

Morris will not be brought to Chicago, 
but will be taken to Memphis, Tenn., where 
he will have to face a dozen charges of 
forgery.

From Geneva Lake the couple came to 
Chicago and staid in this city for two 
months. Morris learned that the police 


| were searching for him, and with Miss Ruth- 


erford fled to San Francisco. They staid in 
San Francisco until a week ago, when a 
cousin of Miss Rutherford’s met heron the 
street with Morris and notified the Minneapo- 
lis police. It was then learned by the police 
that the couple had left for Kansas City. 
The Chicago police circulars were sent all 
over Missouri, and from them the Shelby- 
ville police recognized Morris and arrested 
him and Miss Rutherford. 

Morris had half a dozen allases. He was 
known in Chicago as Morse, Thurman, and 
Tuttle. While imprisoned in the Cook Coun- 
ty Jail he impersonated an attorney and es- 
caped. He had been an inmate of the jail 
several times, and at the time of his escape 
was under a dozen indictments for forgery. 

Morris represented himself in Chicago as 
the agent of a wealthy New York corpora- 
tion and got into the confidence of several 
business-men. These men afterwards 
cashed bogus checks to the amount of sev- 
eral thousand dollars for him. 

Mrs. Rutherford, mother of the young 
woman Morris is alleged to have kidnaped, 
spent several thousand dollars employing 
priyate detectives in the search for her 
daughter. She is anxious to prosecute Mor- 
ris on a charge of abduction if he can be 
taken to Minneapolis. Morris alleges that

CINCINNATI AND CHICAGO, 

Last spring a large number of the Chi- 
cago Republicans were in a state of revolt 
against certain offensive bosses who, not 
satisfied with running the city and the coun- 
ty, were endeayoring to run the State. 
These Republicans had submitted to the 
domination of the machine in 1896 be- 
cause that was a Presidential year and too 
much was at stake to allow resentment to 
find expression. 

The feeling of resentment was intensi- 
fied when the syndicate of ward politi- 
clans got possession of the Governor and 
when it endeavored to send to the United 
States Senate first Madden and then Lor- 
imer, each of them a prominent member 
of the syndicate. 

The Chicago municipal election was held 
soon afterwards and all the indignation 
that had been pent up for so many months 
broke Joose. The Republican city con- 
vention nominated for Mayor Judge Sears, 
a man against whom personally nothing 
was or could be said. Tens of thousands 
of Republicans declared that he could not 
have been nominated without the approval 
of Lorimer, Pease, Hertz, and Dr. Jamie- 
son, and therefore they intended to beat 
Scars to punish them. 

To inflict this punishment involved turn- 
ing the city over to the Democrats after 
two years of Republican rule, which had 
been in most respects exceedingly satis- 
factory. It involved the hazard of throw- 
ing away the merit system and everything 
else contributing toward municipal good 
government which had been gained in two 
years. Nevertheless the impulse to “ smash 
the machine” was too strong to be re- 
sisted. 

Up to the moment when the casting of 
ballots began Hertz, Pease, and the rest 
of the crowd declared that the Sears ticket 
was bound to be elected. They made up 
neat little tables of ward majorities to 
prove it. But when the votes were counted 
those majorities did not exist. Judge Sears 
was third in the race. 

Chicago is not the only city which has 
an offensive Republican machine. Chica- 
go Republicans are not the only ones who, 
to kill the Philistines, are ready to pull 
down the pillars of the temple upon them- 
selves. There is a Republican boss in Cin- 
cinnati who is by no means popular. Many 
Republicans are in revolt against him, and 
that may lose the Republicans the State of 
Ohio—or at least the Legislature—next 
month. 

Last fall Hamilton County gave McKin- 
ley 19,700 majority over Bryan, or two- 
fifths of his total majority in the State. 
Last spring the regular Republican city 
ticket was beaten by the votes of Re- 
publicans who were resolved to “ smash the 
machine.” Cox, the Cincinnati boss, was 
thus deprived of his control of the city of- 
fices. 

What has been accomplished does not 


satisfy his opponents. They want to drive 


him out of the county offices also and de- 
prive him of all power. Therefore they 
are endeavoring to defeat the Republican 
county ticket next month. That may give 
the Legislature to the Democrats and de- 
prive the Republicans of a United States 
Senator. A sound money Senator may be 
replaced by a free silver one. Yet there 
are Republicans in Cincinnati who are pre- 
pared to risk all this rather than let a 
chance to smash a machine escape them. 

How many such men are there in Hamil- 
ton County? Nobody can tell until the 
votes are counted. If the proportion is as 
large as it was in the spring then the Re- 
publican legislative ticket in that county 
is beaten. That would be no trifling loss. 
The probabilities are that it would eost 
the Republicans the Legislature. 

So long as this Cincinnati sore is run- 
ning the Republican leaders in Ohio ous 
not to talk so confidently about electing 
the State officers and carrying the Legis- 
lature. There will very likely be Republic- 
an gains in the rural districts. But if the 
cities, owing to revolts against bosses in 
Cincinnati and elsewhere and to the ad- 
verse votes of workingmen who have been 
told they are not “ getting their share of 
protection and prosperity,” go against the 
Republican ticket, then that ticket will be 
defeated. The leaders should work more 
and bray less. 


EXIT BUTCHER WEYLER, 

Today will end the career of the butcher, 
Weyler, in Cuba. He will retire from the 
Governor Generalship and the command of 
the Spanish forces in the island, leaving be- 
hind him a reputation as hideous as that 
of the Duke of Alva. It is a consolation to 
know that neither his successor, Marshal 
Blanco, nor the latter’s successor, should 
he prove to be a failure, can equal Weyler 
in barbarity or brutality. To that extent 
Cuba will be the gainer. 

Weyler has been in command for about 
eighteen months. During that time he has 
accomplished nothing of advantage to 
Spain. He has not subjugated a single 
province. He has not led his forces in a 
single important engagement. He has no 
carried out any plan of campaign. On th 
other hand, he has lost province after prov- 
ince, until at last he was virtually cooped 
up in Havana and the Spanish authority 
was limited to seacoast cities. Even these 
would haye been lost to Spain if the Cu- 
bans had any vessels and the United States 
had not played the part of police for it by 
preventing the landing of heavy guns and 
ammunition. The revolution today is in- 
finitely more formidable than it was when 
he took command and insolently boasted 
that he would make short work of the Cu- 
ban uprising. Instead of that, he has con- 
tinually called for more troops and more 
money. These have been furnished, and 
yet he has accomplished nothing with them. 
The balancing of the books at the end of 
his term of office will show that he has sac- 
rificed the lives of thousands upon thou- 
sands of the young men of Spain and has 
cost that country over 200 million dollars, 
bringing it to the verge of bankruptcy. | 

And what has he to show for this la vish 
expenditure of money and blood? He has 
not pacified a single province and the au- 
thority of Spain is infinitely weaker than 
it was when he ag . 
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plantations and laid them waste. He has | 


destroyed twenty millions of American | 
property and wrecked the island. Because 
his predecessor, Marshal Campos, was 
deemed too lenient Spain sent Weyler to 
Cuba with full permission to exercise his 
brutality and savagery. He was its cham- 
pion ‘matador and he was allowed to carry 
out his savage policy until Spain itself could 
not stand the torture any longer. It had 
begun to react. Then he was recalled from 
his career of disgrace, cruelty, and dis- 
honor, and a successor was appointed who 
will go to Havana pledged to a more lenient 
war policy and empowered to make the 
empty offer of autonomy to the Cubans— 
empty because if they should accept it 
Spain would still be left in absolute control, 
as it was after the Cubans accepted a bim- 
ilar offer during the last war. The war will 
still icontinue, for the Cubans are fighting 
for their independence, and sooner or later 
they’ will secure it, for Spain is at its ex- 
tremity. Meanwhile, however, the world 
has reason to believe that under Marshal 
Blanco’s administration Spain will conduct 
the war according to the usages of civ- 
ilized nations and that there will be an end 
to the horrors which have characterized the 
rule of the infamous butcher, Weyler. Le 
retires not alone a failure, for he has ac- 
complished nothing; not alone a coward, for 
it is only a coward who will massacre hos- 
pital patients and starve noncombatants; 
not alone a knave, for it has been more than 
once charged he has profited by this war; 
but a monster of cruelty and accompanied 
by the execrations of mankind. In history 
he will be accorded a prominent place 
among those whose careers have been char- 
acterized by savag and horrible cruelty. 


CHARGES THAT SHOULD BE REFUTED. 

The New York World of Wednesday last 
prints, in most conspicuous form, a table 
showing the manner in which Senator Platt 
—the reputed head of the concern which is 
running a straightout Republican ticket 
for municipal offices in Greater New York 
—is alleged to be gathering in immense 
profits for himself and his retainers. One 
item in the account is the ‘charge that the 
Fidelity and Deposit company, of which 
Mr; Platt is the head, with a paid up cap- 
ital of $750,000 on Dec. 31, 1896, had an in- 
come for the same year (1896) of $750,523-— 
or à little over 100 per cent.

Added to the above table appears a list 
of some ten or a dozen railway, gas, ex- 
press, and other companies which, it is 
claimed, were represented in Albany by the 
firm of Tracy, Boardman & Platt in 18900, 
out of which it is alleged the law firm re- 
ceived a profit of $150,000, while a brief 
article quoted from the New York Evening 
Post makes the charge that a reputable law 
firm in that city had been notified by a 
wealthy corporation for whom they had 
béen doing business that they (the corpora- 
tion) had found it expedient to turn their 
business over to the firm of Tracy, Board- 
man & Platt—not on account of any dis- 
satisfaction with their former representa- 
tives, but “solely because if they should 
have any trouble in the Legislature they 
wbuld be protected by T. C. Platt.“ 

There is a specific and positive quality in 
the charges thus made by the World which 
calls for a reply from Mr. Platt or his 
friends. Would a paper of the standing of 
the World dare to make them without any 
foundation in truth? | 

Has Mr. Platt, the reputed leader of the 
Republican party of New Tork, been 
feathering his own nest in the manner 
charged? Has he been bailing the saloon- 
keepers not only of Brooklyn and New 
York but of the whole State to the number 
of 14,000 and a profit of over $100,000 to 
ehable them to carry on their trade? Is 
he the monopoly bailer of contractors aud 
employés who owe their contracts and 
their positions to him? :

A REMARKABLE JUDICIAL CAREER. 
The retirement of the Hon. Stephen John- 
son Field, the Senior Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court, soon to become an ac- 
complished fact by his formal resignation 
already in the hands of the President, is 
an event of much historic interest in view 
of his long connection with the highest 
judicial tribunal of the country and the im- 
portant period over which his service ex- 
tends. 
Justice Field is a native of Haddam, 
Conn., where he was born Nov. 4, 1816, 
being a member of the celebrated Field 
family, some of whom have been among 
the most conspicuous in the history of the 
last generation. Two older brothers, David 
Dudley Field, for many years one of the 
most prominent lawyers of New York City, 
and Cyrus West Field, the promoter of 
the first Atlantic telegraph cable, died with- 
in a few months of each other in 1894, while 
a younger brother (the Rev. Henry M. 
Field, present editor of the New York 
Evangelist) still survives. be. 
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Legislature and assisted in framing the 
laws upon which the present State judiciary 
system is based. From 1851 to 1887 he con- 
tinued in the practice of his profession, but 
during the latter year was elected one of 
the Judges of the State Supreme Court, 
where he remained until bis transfer to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, dur- 
ing the latter part of his term acting in the 
capacity of Chief Justice. 

On March 10, 1865, Judge Field re- 
ceived from President Lincoln an appoint- 


ment as Associate Justice of the Supreme 


Court of the United States, although he 
did not enter upon the duties of the of- 
fice until May following. At the date of, 
his retirement, therefore, his actual service 
will have covered a period of more than 
thirty-four years and six months—a term 
of service by some four months exceéd- 
ing that of Chief Justice Marshall, the 
next highest on the list, who died in 1835 
after having served less than two months 
over thirty-four years. He stands as the 
last representative in that. illustrious 
tribunal of the group of men who owed their 
appointment to the great emancipator, and 
during his official career has seen the per- 
sonnel of the court wholly changed, hav- 


‘ing outlived the terms of three Chief Jus- 


tices and sixteen Associate Justices. 

Justice Field was appointed to office as a 
Republican, but soon after the close of the 
war allied himself with the Democratic 
party. In 1877 he was selected as one of 
the five Justices of the Supreme Court to 
serve upon the Electoral commission which 
seated Rutherford B. Hayes in the Presi- 
dential chair, and during the proceedings 
of that body supported the claims of 
Samuel J. Tilden. In the course of his 
official career he has been called upon to ad- 
judicate many important questions, and has 
rendered the country much valuable serv- 
ice, especially in connection with issues 
affecting the interests of the Pacific coast 
States. ; 

There is a quite general belief that Jus- 
tice Field has long cherished an ambition 
to end his judicial career as Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and that—in view 
of his position as its senior member—the 
failure of President Cleveland to promote 
him to this position on the death of Chief 
Justice Waite in 1888 was a serious dis- 
appointment to him. For this reason, it is 
believed, that he declined to avail himself 
of the privilege of retiring, as he had a right 
to do on reaching the 70-year limit eleven 
years ago. However this may be, his 
career will stand out conspicuously jn his- 
tory not only for its great length but for 
the imgprtance of the issues coming before 
him for adjudication during the most 
memorable period in our national annals. 


SHE WAS BOUND HE MUST SEE BRYAN, 

There were some comical sights at Nash- 
ville last week and many curious charac- 
ters on parade, thus described by an ex- 


change: 

Nebraska day was celebrated at the cen- 
tennial ‘grounds on Friday, and some of the 
most illustrious of Nebraskans were on 
hand to celebrate it. Among them were 
Governor Silas A. Holcomb, “* once a usury 
money lender, now a foe of the money 
power; the Hon. William J. Bryan, perpet- 
ual spouter and a peripatetic instructor of 
the people for half the gate money; the 
Hon. William V. Allen, Senator in Congress 
and champion long-distance orator for 40- 
cent dollars with which to pay obligations 
incurred in 100-cent dollar money; Colonel 
Buffalo Bill, and Brigadier General Bills. 

In the words of the Nashville Banner, 
„ the dawn broke brightly for Nebraska.“ 
As soon as another esteemed contemporary, 
Old Sol, peeped above the horizon,“ thou- 
sands and tens of thousands rushed into 
the streets to see the distinguished visitors. 
Forth to the exposition started a noble pro- 
cession consisting. of elaborately ca- 
parisoned horses, handsomely uniformed 
men, and beautifully attired women, riding 
and marching to the sound of martial mu- 
sic.“ The Hon. W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) 
not only furnished Governor Holcomb’s 
staff with steeds, but causedgthe greatest 
admiration by appearing at the head of the 
staff, mounted on his “ celebrated charger, 
Duke.“ Governor Holcomb and Governor 
Bob Taylor of Tennessee, counted in for 
Governor, piloted magnificent palfreys, but 
Mr. 40-cent Dollar Bryan rode in a common 
carriage. “It was first intended that Mr. 
Bryan should ride horseback, but at the 
last moment this was changed.“ As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Bryan never rides any horse 
but his own tried and true silver-gray 
Hobby, sixteen hands high. 

When the procession arrived at the Audi- 
torium the seats were full and a crowd was 
struggling to get inside. A cheer went up 
from thousands of throats as Mr. Bryan's 
carriage came up, and Bryan! Bryan!’ 
was the ery.“ As a specimen of the enthu- 
slasm this anecdote is given: 

One poor little woman who saw no chance of 
getting a glimpse of the distinguished visitor was 
determined not to let her husband miss such an 
opportunity, and in her excitement cried to him, 
in a tone almost of anguish, ** Give me the baby.“ 
and, snatching the red-faced infant, shoved the 
long, lank husband through the crowd, and when 
he returned she met him with, Did you see 
him? Did you see him?’ and upon receiving an 
affirmative answer her face was one big sunbeam. 

This “poor, little woman had no truer 
conception of what Bryan advocated than 
had the old mule on which she rode home. 
Hie had managed to spread the idea among 
the Tennessee mossback, illiterate farmers 
that if he were elected President he would 
double the prices they were receiving for 
their cotton, tobacco, and mules; and that 
he would do it by adding all the silver that 
could be produced by our mines and the 
others in all the world to all the procurable 
gold of the earth, and thereby double the 
amount of hard money in circulation, which 
would cause the merchants of America to 
pay double prices for the stuff the farmers 
would bring to market for sale. . 

It was to gaze on the blessed countenance 
of this miracle-working man of Nebraska 
that the poor, little woman” went into 
spasms and that her “long, lank, lean 
husband might see him before the pro- 
cession bearing him should pass beyond 
mortal sight. 

The fraud in the short method Bryan 
advocated for doubling prices and making 
poor people rich had never been exposed to 
her or her long, lank, lean, yellow-skinned, 
tobacco-chewing spouse nor to their neigh- 
bors by the Democratic office-holding dema- 
gogues of that State.

@0 AHEAD WITH THELAKE FRONT PARK 
Tun Trizune wishes to see that part of 
the outer harbor which is to be used for 
park purposes filled in and converted into 
firm land as rapidly as possible. So do most 
Chicagoans. They want to see before they 
die the new central park and the new Field 
Museum building, which will be one of its 
attractions. . 

Where the money with which the filling is 
paid for comes from Tue Trisune does not 
care. It may be the proceeds of that two- 
mill tax, over the legality of which the 
South Park board and the Real Estate 
board are now arguing, or it may be ob- 
tained in some other way. What is desired 
is for the Park board to use some money at 
once, so that the work of filling up the 
basin can be carried on before winter comes 
and freezes everything up. 

It will not take long or cost much to 
dredge a channel so that scows laden with 
earth from the drainage ditch can puss 
through the opening in the wall which 
marks off that part of the outer harbor 
which is to be used for park purposes. Then 
they can dump their loads inside and the 
Park board can get for eight cents a yard 
material which under other conditions will 
cost 25 cents. 

If that channel is dredged out at once 
the work of filling can commence immedi- 
ately and can be carried on uninterrupted- 
ly through November, December, and as 
much longer as cold weather will permit. 
An immense amount of filling can be done 
in that time. There will be a great saving 
of money and also of time. ‘The advisabili- 
ty of immediate action is apparent. 

The question arises whether the finances 
of the Park board are not in such shape 
that it can begin filling without the aid of 
the money which a two-mill tax would pro- 
duce. It is asserted by one of the merm- 
bers of the board that the revenues of the 
park district for the year will amount to 
about $565,000, and that after ali expenses 
of maintenance, etc., have been met there 
will be a balance of $94,000.. If so, why 
cannot some of that money be used 80 as to 
make it possible for the scows to get where 
they can dump their loads? 

It is asserted by Mr. Donnersberger that 
the park district has as yet no title to the 
submerged lands which are to be filled in 
and no right to spend &ny money in im- 
proving them. That is very thin. The title 
of the district is good enough for all prac- 
tical purposes. The State has no rights 
which it has any intention of asserting. It 
would have ceded all its interest to the 
park district at the last session if the bill 
for that purpose had not been crowded out. 
It will not object, no matter how much fill- 
ing is done. Nor will anybody else, cer- 
tainly not in Chicago, where everybody 
wants to see the Lake Front Park rise from 
the waters. 

It is to be hoped that Tue Trisune has 
made its position sufficiently plain. There 
are about 160 acres to be filled on the lake 
front. With all the dumping that has been 
done on the western margin of the pond 
only about three acres have been filled. 
That is too slow progress. The earth from 
the drainage channel must be utilized at 
once and not wasted in the lake during the 
winter months. The people want to see 
the new Lake Front Park made speedily, 
and so does Tur TRIBUNE.

SHORT STORY OF THE DAY.

“At the Wells School, Ashland avénue 
and Cornelia street, sixteen rooms were 
occupied last year, and there were in at- 
tendance at this school Swedes, Norwegians, 
Danes, Germans, Poles, Bohemians, Lithu- 
anians, and Greeks, besides quite a number 
of American boys and girls who had been 
kept away from the day schools to labor, 
and hence had not acquired even the rudi- 
ments of a common school education. The 
same variety of nationalities could be found 
in the Garfield, Throop, and Froebel Schools. 

“At the Haven and Raymond Schools were 
found quite a large number of negroes of 
ages varying from 14 to 50 years, all en- 
gaged tn a persistent and earnest struggle 
to learn to read. ; 

The hardest classes to instruct are those 
that are made up of young children, who 
were taken out of the schools at the age of 
12 or 18, and have been sent to work before 
they had acquired enough education to make 
them thoughtful, and before self-reliance 
was developed, or any ambition awakened 
to prepare themselves for any special work 
in life. These boys and girls are engaged 
in special occupations, such as cash girls 
and boys, messengers, errand boys, or in 
factories packing boxes, or doing many 
other kinds of work that are wholly mechan- 
ical and do not require much or any exer- 
cise of judgment, and where there is prac- 
tically no opportunity for advancement or 
promotion. Such children come to the even- 
ing schools wearied, and often unfit for any 
mental exertion.”

SCHOOL FOR BOYS IN JAIL. 


Physical Culture and Elementary 
Studies to Be ed— Youths 
Take Much Interest. 


A new school for boys confined in the 
county jail was opened yesterday. Twa 
brahches are to he taught—elementary stud- 
ies, by Mrs. Florence Hawthorne Jewell, and 
physical culture, by W. S. Sadler and Miss 
Fannie Bogue of the Chicago Medical Mis- 
sionary Training School. Two hours in the 
morning of each day, except Saturday and 
Sunday, will be devoted to Mrs. Jewell’s 
school and two hours in the afternoon to 
the physical culture training. 

All the prisoners under 16 years of age are 
given the studies and forty-five appeared at 
the opening of the school. The boys were 
well behaved and soon became much inter- 
ested in the work. 

W. 8. Sadler, one of the instructors in 
physical culture, is connected with Dr. Kel- 
loge’s Battle Creek Sanitarium, which is 
being fitted up as a home for boys and a 
broom factory. Mr. Sadler in his work at the 
jail will make the acquaintance of each of 
the youthful inmates and at the youth’s 
discharge intends to offer him employment 
in the broom factory of the sanitarium. 

„ The boys in the jail are orderiy,“ Mr. 
Sadler said, “and among them are many 


bright little fellows who will do well in life 


if given an opportunity. We propose to give 
them practical instructions in physiology. 
Our first half hour will be devoted to exer- 
cises with dumbbells or Indian clubs.

Commissioner of Health Reynolds Is 
Investigating the Cinnamon 
| Variety. :

The attention of Commfssioner of Health 
Reynolds was yesterday called to cinna- 
mon cigarets by Attorney Morrill ot the 
Board of Education. Complaint was made 
that these are being sold to pupils of the 
public schools in various parts of the ity, 
and a request was made that the sale be 
stopped. The “ cinnamon cigarets,” it ap- 
pears, are being manufactured in large 
quantities by confectioners, and offered for 
sale in a large number of school supply 
stores. They resemble the tobacco — 8 
in size and appearance, and are filled ith 
a red powder, the principal 1 of 
which is said to be einnamon, wrap in 
ordinary rice paper. They are sold at the 
rate of two for one cent. Several days ago 
Miss Mary Danow Olson, principal of the 
McCosh School, at Sixty-sixth street; and 
Champlain avenue, complained to the 
School board authorities that Charles B. 
Brien of 6608 Cottage Grove avenue was 
selling large quantities of the cinnamon 
cigarets to the pupils of her school. She 
declared that after smoking the cinnamon 
article for a short time the boys cultivated 
a taste for genuine <¢igarets. Yes y 
Commissioner of Health Reynolds colle¢ ed 
samples of the cigarets and sent them tothe 
city laboratory to be analyzed.

MR. HOUGHTELING’S ADDRESS TO ST. 
ANDREW BROTHERHOOD, 


Many Interesting Features at the In- 
ternational Convention in Buffalo— 
Chicago Men Greatly in Evidence— 
Various Distinguished Pulpit Ora- 
tors Take Part in the Meeting— 
Special Interest in Japanese Mis- 
sionary Work and Money Piedged. 


Buffalo, N. T., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—Chi- 
cago men were much in evidence today at 
the General Conference of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew. President James L. Hough- 
teling made a ringing and impressive ad- 
dress with personal purity as the central 
thought. Leader W. R. Sterling of Grace 
Church, Chicago, spoke to the conferente 
3 mployers and Employees and Joseph 

R. Barroll of St. James’ Church talked about 
„Chapter Meetings.“ 

St. Paul's Church was filled this morning 
when communion was celebrated. The Right- 
Rev. Edward Stuart Talbot, Lord Bishop of 
Rochester, was the celebrant, assisted by the 
Rev. J. A. Regester of Buffalo and the Rev. 
C. H. Coles, Secretary of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew in the West Indies. The services 
lasted®from 6:30 to 9 o’clock. The audience 
Was composed entirely of men. 

President James L. Houghtaling called the 
first business session to order at the Music 
Hall at 12:30 p. m. The Canadian delega- 
tlon met at the same hour in Concert Hall in 
the same building. The report of the coun- 
cll, giving a résumé of the work of the offi- 
cers during the last year, was submitted. It 
shows growth, the number of chapters being 
1,226 in 1897, as against 1,174 u 1896. 

Japan’s Missionary Field. 

A resolution was adopted pledging the 
proceeds of the self-denial fund for the first 
week in Advent to the work in Japan. Pro- 
fessor Woods of Bay City, Mich., who is soon 
to go to Japan as the representative of the 
brotherhood, addressed the convention. He 
was followed by Mr. Ochia of Tokio, Japan, 
a student at the Western Theological Sem- 
inary at Chicago, in a brief talk upon the 
work in hig native country. 

When thé business session closed the the 
ternational convention was resumed. Pres- 
ident Houghtaling delivered his opening ad- 
dress, entitled The Brotherhood Man and 
His Work.“ The address gave much atten- 
tion to personal purity. Referring to tem- 
perance, Mr. Houghtaling said: 

“I hate to meet a brotherhood man with 
a smell of liquor on his breath. Temperance, 
however, does not refer entirely to drink.“

Christian Church Missions. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 15.—The forenoon 
session of the National Christian Church 
convention was devoted to, the Christian 
Women’s Board of Missions. Mrs. C. N. 
Pearre of Indiana delivered an address of 
welcome, to which Mrs. S. H. Staher of 
Texas responded. The committees were also 
announced. President Mrs. O. A. Burgess 
then delivered her annual address. 

The Secretary’s report showed 1,608 aux- 
iliaries in the United States, with an agegre- 
gate membership of 30,367, and contributions 
last year of $55,450. In India, Jamaica, and 
Mexico there are twenty-six missfonaries at 
work and thirty others doing special work 
in this country. 

The Treasurer’s report showed total re- 
ceipts for the year, including a balarce of 
$5,197 at the beginning of it, of $72,723 and 
disbursements of $68,728, leaving a balance 
of $3,995. 

The report of the Foreign Missionary so- 
ciety of the church to be made to the con- 
vention will show that the society repre- 
The 
total missionary offerings for the year ag- 
gregate over $500,000, nearly all of which is 
spent in the United States. The last year 
has been the most successful in the society's 
history.

WHEN CHARITY IS A CRIME. 


Dr. Frank Crane of Chicago Criticises 
the Indiscriminate Giving 
of Alms. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Oct. 15.—The subject 
of municipal reform ‘excites greater inter- 
est thus far than anything discussed be- 
fore the civi¢-philanthropic conference. The 
position of Mayor Jones of Toledo was es- 
pecially indorsed. He argued that all con- 
tract work should be done away with, for 
contractors’ pay must either come out of in- 
ferior work or inferior wages. Money spent 
with contractors, he holds, goes from the 
people instead of to the people. 

* Philanthropy” was the subject today, 
and it will be continued tomorrow. At to- 
day’s first séssion a paper on What to Do 
with Ex-Convicts” was read by the Rev. 
J. P. Maveety of Jackson. Said he: 

The convict is a branded man. No one 
wants anything to do with him. He is with 
us and we must do something for him. He 
must be either put in helpful surroundings, 
given employment, or removed from his con- 
ditions. The man must be given employ- 
ment. The worst thing for ex-convicts is 
to do nothing. Some can be restored to 
usefulness; some do not care to be men. 
The latter class should have a continuous 
sentence, for they scorn efforts, and should 
be put where they cannot harm society.” 

A part of the afternoon session was de- 
voted to the subject of university settle- 
ments, a paper being read by Professor 
Henry Wade Rogers of Evanston, III., Pres- 
ident of the Northwestern University. 

The exclusiveness of universities has | 
brought them in disrepute with the com- 
mon people,” he said. “If they had been 
in times past more in touch with the peo- 
ple they would have been more of a success. 
The companionship of books is good, but 
the companionship of men must also be 
considered. The scholar should go among 
the people and bring the university and 
the masses in sympathetic relations, To 
live in the glums of an overcrowded city 
and make friends with the unfortunate who 
are compelled to live there—that is the uni- 
versity settlement idea. It its practical, 
but attempts to realize the brotherhood of 
man. It has been called the last and best 
movement of philanthropy.” 

At this evening’s session the Rev. Frank 
Crane of Chicago read a paper which at- 
tracted deep interest. He criticised in plain- 
spoken phrases the indiscriminate giving 
of alms. He spoke in part as follows: 

“It is amazing to see how tenacious of 
life is a misconception. There is a chapter 
in the Bible that eulogizes charity as the

mal meaning of ‘love’ the word ‘char- 
ity’ somehow dwindled into the frag- 
mentary notion of almsgtwing: and then re-

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It is the duty of all men to be thoughtful 
of others, to see that those who work for 
them are paid honestly, according ta the 
value of their services. When they neglect 
to do this and when in order to quiet the 
barking of conscience they give large sums 
to so-called charity this is a crime upon 
crime, for it robs the diligent to reward 
the idle. 

When a man gives a munificent sum to 
some public enterprise these days people 
are beginning to ask how he got the money, 
and they will soon refuse to let the suc- 
cessful thief buy fame as the medieval rob- 
ber barons bought salvation by endowing 
a monastery. 

A peculiarly baneful effect of charity is 
found in its effect upon the cities. When 
Chicago last winter had & spasm of feeding 
the poor there were attracted hither the 
tramps for miles around, swarming on every 
train. A gentleman who manages an ex- 
tensive relief association told me that at 
that time he could not hire men enough 
to run his wood yards; so long as the Mayor 
and the churches were feeding them for 
no*ilng they did not propose to cut wood. 

Any one can make quite good wages by 
standing on the street and begging of every 
benevolent-looking passer-by. Public men- 
dicancy ought to be a crime severely pun- 
ished by sentence to hard labor. Cities sre 
overcrowded now, and the best thing for a 
man that is out of work is to take to the 
country. I have lived somo time in small 
villages and never yet saw there a man who 
wanted work and would behave himself 
need for something to do to make a living. 
The idle ought to be made to realize that 
when they come to the city they are enter- 
ing the jaws of death. The cheap lodging- 
houses, the Salvation Army free rooms, and 
other missions where men can get enough 
food to sustain life for five cents a day, and 
can get a bed for 10 cents a night, are ad- 
vertisements for the lazy to come to the 
municipal maelstrom, where ignorant com- 
passion will see that they do not suffer. 

Organized charity, when it is for the 
purpose of giving recklessly to all who ask, 
is organized fraud against the poor. 
lt is time to take up the master’s 
work with some sense. Abolish the 
saloon, where the weak are tempted 
to dissipation and idleness, prohibit public 
mendicancy, which saps the veins of wise 
benevolence, and be individually helpful 
and loving, thoughtful and honest—this is 
real charity.“
